A Clever Game 


Ira Moyer came to Janesville from 


Indiana. He was apparently a very 
devout churchman and religious to 
the core.. He attended church, neith- 
er smoked or drank, appeared a mod- 
el young man. On the second of last 
August he was married to Miss Ce- 
cilia Goodman at Union. "Center, Jun- 
eau county, by Father Procha, after a 
(special dispensation had been grant- 
Led allowing Miss Goodman to marry 
;a Protestant. It is alleged that in 
[seven weeks he tired of his new wife 
and sought other fields. According 
to, report he moved away from Janes- 
ville while his wife was home on a 
visit, taking with him thirty-five dol- 
lars in money, silverware, household 
goods and even personal effects of 
his bride.
